FEW HAVE EMERGED ALIVE 


ft May Be Days Before the Full Toll of 


Human Life Claimed by Mine Explo­ 


sion Near Washington, Pa.. W ill Be 


Known, but Rescuing Parties Give 


Little Hope of Saving More Than a 


Third of Entrapped Men. 


Washington, Pa.. 
April 24.—It is 
possible that the list of victims will 
reach over 200 in the Cincinnati mine 
of the Pittsburg Coal company on the 
Monongahela, near here, where has oc­ 
curred one of the most disastrous ex­ 
plosions ever recorded in the long his­ 
tory o? mine fatalities in Washington 
count}'. 
The exact cause of the explosion is 
aot known, and how' many lives were 
•acriflced will probably not be ascer­ 
tained for days. 
Less than two score 
• urvivors have been rescued from the 
300 men who were at work when the 
explosion occurred. 
Those men who 
came through flames and smoke and 
debris to the surface are suffering 
keenly from shock and fright and can 
•ell little of the horrors below ground. 
When the explosion occurred the de- j 
tonation was terrific, the force of the j 
concussion 
breaking 
window* 
in j 
fcouses a considerable distance from 
the Courtney entrance of the mine. 
Before the reverberations had died 
away a hurrying, panic-stricken pro 
eession was on its way to th e mine en 
tran ce. As th ese friends and relatives 
*>f th e men under ground reached the 
•n tran ce a smoke-grimed and terror- 
strick en driver with his string of coal 
cars came tumbling out into the day­ 
ligh t. Fie »aid he was well within the 
min e with his cars when he heard the 
•xplosion, which he estimated was at 
least a mile and a half from the sur­ 
face. 
As he rushed to daylight and 
•afety he passed two bodies, one of j 
wh ich he recognized as that of a 
Frenchman, W ile Leroy, who was a 
well-to-do resident of the little mining 
town . 
The alarm was sounded all up and 
down the river valley and within a 
short time, on foot, in special trains 
by wagon and automobile, came scores 
of workers from other mines, volun­ 
teering for places in the rescue par­ 
ties which were organizing with all 
possible speed. 
On their first entrance into the 
workings the rescuers were driven 
b ack by the smoke and fumes which 
filled the passages. 
The force of the i 
explosion had seriously damaged the 
fans at the Mingo entrance to the 
mine, thus Interfering with the air 
currents and adding the menace cf as 
phyxiation to the dangers of explosion 
an d falling coal and slate. Temporary 
repairs were finally made to the air 
•ysteni so that it was possible for the 
rescue parties to w'ork In short shifts. 
The new volunteers coming In con* 
stantly, relieved those who were ex 
la a listed. 
But thirty-six men have been res 
cued from the mine. 
Of these twent.\ 
men escaped at the Mingo entrance, 
eigh t at the Finleyvllle entrance »no 
eigh t at the Courtney entrance. Those 
In charge of the rescue work have 
practically given up hope of saving ftny 
of the 100 men at work on the left side 
of the mine, all of whom must have 
been within the immediate vicinity of 
the explosion. 
Flappings have been 
heard 
beyond 
tne 
piles of debris, 
which have choked up three main en 
trances of the mine, and it is hoped 
that some of the 300 workers within 
will yet be saved. 
No dead have been 
brought out, the rescuers confining all 
their efforts to the attempt to reach 
the men who may still be alive. 
The 
survivors who have got out tell terri ! 
ble stories of the scenes within the 
mine and relate how fire broke out in 
places, adding to the horror. 
Many ; 
English-speaking miners were employ 
ed In this mine, and among the miss 
ing are many men well known in the 
community. 
Just what was the cause 
of the disaster has not yet been deter- I 
mined, but the general view is that the 
explosion came from gas.

shedding of a drop of blood Scutari has 
surrendered to the Montenegrins. The 
stories of a general assault and great 
loss of life on both sides are without 
foundation. 
Kven the redoubtable Ta 
rakasch fortress was banded over to 
the victors without the firing of a shot. 
The report of the Montenegrins losing 
3,000, and the Turks, under Essad Ba- 
sha, having !i,000 men killed in bloody 
band to-hand conflicts have no founda­ 
tion In fact. 
Full details of the surrender of Scu­ 
tari by the Turkish commander have 
not yet been received, but the present 
information* is to the effect that the 
negotiations for the surrender of Scu- j 
tari began on April 21, as the result of 
advances which were made by the 
Turkish commander the previous day. i 
Essad made these advances apparently 
because he was without ammunition. 
The capitulation provided that the j 
defenders of Scutari should be accord­ 
ed the honors of war. 
Essad Pasha 
marched out at the head of the garri­ 
son, which carried their arms, and tuk-: 
ing the light artillery with them. 
As the Turks withdrew from the va- 1 
nous positions the Montenegrins en­ 
tered and fired salutes. 
It is stated 
that Essad Pasha and his troops were 
allowed to retire to Tirana, fifty miles 
to the south and twenty miles to the 
erst of Burezzo.
